Also, 
the applicants argue that Van Kommer (U.S. Patent: 6,678,659) in view of Guedalia (U.S. Patent: 6,707,891) fails to disclose navigating 
through audio files at an information appliance and storing audio files at such an appliance (Amendment, Pages 12-15). In response, the 
examiner notes that Van Kommer teaches that the act of navigating through audio files (for example- browsing through various weather 
reports) is performed through issued voice or keypad commands at a user device (Col. 6, Lines 8-30). Van Kommer further teaches a 
user device comprising a computer (Col. 7, Lines 49-60), which would inherently require some type of local memory for audio playback 
(such as a buffer). Although Van Kommer does not explicitly disclose storage of a voice file at a user device, Guedalia teaches the 
concept of storing audio files at a user storage area (Col. 6, Lines 5-27) (computer in the case of Van Kommer). Thus, since Van 
Kommer teaches audio file navigation through user issued commands at a local device and Guedalia recites storing audio files in a user 
storage area, the combination of the prior art of record teaches the aforementioned claim limitations. 
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
